Kindly refer to the correspondence on the above subject 
resting with our letter of even number dated 13th August, 

1970. Since then we have received a formal reply from the 
Foreign Office, a copy of which is attached herewith. 

2, The matter has been further discussed with the Head of 
the Archives Division here and some other concerned officials 
in the Foreign Ministry. It has been ascertained from them 
that the scrutiny of the archives on Netaji will require 
study by an official or scholar, who knows both German and 
English, over a period of three to four weeks. They informed 
that one Indian scholar Mr, Shiv Kumar Sharma, Passport No. 
1-483620, wh o se a - ddres s - in Bonn ia 5 3 Ilumbol d- t -S tr^a a fi. , is 

at present worKing on some other subject in the archives of 
the Foreign Office. It was suggested that in case we are not 
able to find any other person, perhaps Mr. Sharma could 
undertake this assignment. 

3. With the approval of our Ambassador here, we have spoken 
to Shri Sharma, who was a student of History in Colonel 
Brown School in Dehra Dun and is now working for’ his doctorate 
here. Shri Sharma has agreed to undertake the taBk and complete 
it working half the day everyday over a period of two months 
wfSh an honorarium of DM 1000. We have suggested to Shri 
Sharma that he should make a catalogue of the more important 
documents and select those requiring photo copying and 
micro-f ilwing. Shri Sharma is of the view that it would be 
desirable to have both micro-films as well as photo copies 

of the documents, as photo copies could be used by the 
scholars and the micro-films could be kept by the National 
Archives. On a rough estimate, the cost of photo copies and 
micro-films will be about DM 1000/- (DM 0.488 = Re.l/-). 

It is, therefore, requested that we may please be given 
sanction for an expenditure of about Rs.4500/- in Deutsche 
Marks. After receiving your sanction, we will ask Shri Sharma 
to go ahead with the work in consultation with the local 
authorities and the results of the work done will be sent to 
you.

The contents of the Mote Verbal of the Foreign 
Office regarding archives on Netaji were brought to the 
notice of the Ambassador. As discussed called 

on Dr. Basse, Head of the Archives Division and his 
deputy as well as on the Deputy libra- ian of the Foreign 
Office, Herr Rasmussan. 

2. It has been ascertained from them that the scrutiny 
of the archives on Netaji will require study by an official 
or scholar, who knows both German and English over a 
period of three to four weeks.
